W e are forgetting that our in­ 
divisible F Ilion is composed of in­ 
divisible states, with the rights of 
the Union «learly defined and lim ­ 
ited.

structure as well, by making it top 
heavy, un wieldly, costly, bureau­ 
cratic and remote.
